JACKSONVILLE, Fla., @ct. 14. 
(UN)—R. W. Durden, attorney, 
announced today that he and two 
associates tomorrow will apply to 
the circuit court here for a char- 
ter for “Purity League,” which he 
says will be organized to fight il- 
legal traffic in liquor and also to 
combat present dry laws.

Officers of south Georgia Tuesday 
night were keeping a close watch -n 
all -oads from Florida following the 
escape Monday night of Frank Me- 
Dowell, former Decatur youth, one of 
the most dangerous maniacs in .he 
histqry of either state, who is believed 
to be making his way toward At- 
lanta. 

McDowell and a fellow lunatic were 
at liberty. armed with a loaded r ol- 
ver, after overpowering a guard ut the 
Florida state insane asylum at Chat- 
tahoochee. McDowell, who killed his 
two sisters znd his parents, was de- 
scribed as “dangerous” by Florida 
prison officials. 

McDowell, homicidal paranoiae who 
burned his two sisters to death .n 
their Decatur home in 1923, and a 
year later to the day, shot and killed 
his father and mother as they slept 
in their home at Clearwater, Fia., 
was known throughout the Unit d 
States in 1924 as the “holy ghost” 
murderer. 

Efforts to recapture him were in- 
spired by recollection of Mis confession 
years ago that as a final means vf 


expunging a hallucinatory “blasphe- 
my” against divinity he was deter-

Members of the sub-committee have 
also been instructed to appear not 
later than 11 o’clock, eastern standard 
time, Thursday, for a meeting, the 
character of which G. Ed Maddox, 
chairman of the state committee has 
not made public. 


It is the duty of this sub-committee, 
however, to consider contests, and, if 
unable to settle them, to refer them to 
the general committee. Two and pos- 
sibly three contests exist, one of out- 
standing importance—the contest for 
the comptrollér general's nomination, 
between William B. Harrison, incum- 
bent, and Homer C. Parker. 


Both men claim the nomination, and 
both have employed attorneys to 
further their claims. Parker's repre- 
sentatives have indicated that they ex- 
pected the controversy to be settled 
by the sub-committee, but Mr. Harri- 
son, through his attorneys, has peti- 
tioned the executive committee to refer 
the problem to the convention as a 
whole. 

The _ solicitor-generalship of the 
northeastern district also is involved 
in a contest, as possibly is the nom- 
ination for representative in the lower 
house from Telfair county. This lat- 
ter mix-up has not been appealed to 
the executive committee through its 
secretary, Mrs. Bessie Anderson, but 
she said in Atlanta today that it 
could be brought up at the conven- 
tion. 

The sub-committee is made up of 
the following: G. E. Maddox, chair- 
man; Mrs. Bessie Anderson, secre- 
tary; Mrs. W. O. Kinney, Macon; 
Mrs. Henry T. McIntosh, Albany; T. 
Hicks Fort, Columbus; Sam A.. Nunn, 
Perry: A. H: Freeman, Newnan; Al- 
bert Howell, Atlanta, and Mildred 
Reese, Brunswick. 

The convention proper will meet 


Friday morning in the new City audi- 
torium. Voting strength will be rep- 
resented by 414 delegates, the same 
number of unit votes used in deter- 
mining nominees in the primary elec- 
tions, but many counties have select- 
ed several times the number of dele- 
gates they are entitled to, and divided 
the unit vote equally among them. 

The primary purpose of the conven- 
tion, aside from settling contests for 
office, is to formally nominate offi- 
Cials selected by ¥Yoters on September 
10 and October 1. Richard B. Rus- 
sell, Jr., nominated for governor in 
the October election, and his friends 
and supporters will control the con- 
vention.

Colonel Leonard P. Ayres,  vice- 
president of the Cleveland Trust 
Company, sees “in the diminishing of 
the rate of decline in both business 
and prices,” one of*the most satisfac- 
tory indications of‘greater price sta- 
bility. 

“It is one of the most hopeful 
signs,” the colonel says, “that we

The time factor involved in -the 
“last real prosperity month to the 
bottom of the depression” has been 
longer during the present depression 
than any other but one in 40 years. 

The first, second and third depres- 
sions. lasted 12 months; the fourth 
(the panic of 1907) lasted 10 
months; the fifth (1913-14) lasted 15 
months; thé sixth (1920-21) lastgd 
12 months;

In commenting on the durations 
of these depressions, Colonel Ayres 
says: 

“The readjustments that start.«re- 
covery. on its way work themselves 
through in: relatively uniform periods 
of time. Excess stocks of goods get 
worked off. Shortages develop. Idle 
hapds seek employment. Business- 
men and industrialists call on their 
reserves of initiative. Decreased costs 
of construction stimulate new build- 
ing. These forces ferment silently 
and invisibly. Finally, they become 
effective and apparent. ‘They are dt 
work now and they will bring recov- 
ery from this depression, as they al- 
ways have in former depressions.” +

Farmers’ Market Is Urged by Beck 


Editor Constitution: There is 
much agitation at this time in the 
city council over the Central avenue 
curb market. The present market uti- 
lizes a number of streets around the 
city hall. 

The principal hours for business is 
between 4 and 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. It is then that small merehants, 


keepers buy their supplies of produce 
for the day. The conduct of business 
in these early hours is naturally dis- 
turbing to any residential section, and 
protests against this market come 
from such residents, who petition for 
the removal of thig market. This 
present curb market is really an evolu- 
tion of the old-time wagon yard which 


It has been proposed to move this 
market to Peters street, and here 
again protests come from residents in 
West End who contend that Peters 
street is already congested with traf- 
fic even in these early hours. 

The location of such a market be- 
comes a problem, but the point is, 
that this business activity in this city 
fills a need and should be continued. 
A suitable location, preferably city 
owned, should be provided. 

It has been suggested that the lo- 
cation of the present municipal mar- 
ket at Edgewood avenue and Butler 
streets, which is city property and a 
present retail market center, would 

a suitable location, that would 
have no objection from residents. It 
is centrally lecated with sufficient sur- 
rounding streets to supply space. 

No Conflict. 

The closing of this curb market at 

o'clock ‘would not interfere with 
the operation of the municipal mar- 
ket which does not open until that 
hour. There is “no conflict between 
the two enterprises, as the mufiicipal 
market is a public retail market, while 
this curb market is practically a 
wholesale market, furnishing supplies 
to the retailer. 

The criticism is made that neither 
of these markets are essentially farm- 
ers’ markets. This criticism is not 
deserved as both markets handle the 
fresh products of the farmer and con- 
stitute the middleman between the 
farmer and the public. 

They constitute the selling agent for 
the farmer and his products, and the 
means by which he may reach the con- 
sumer, 

All agricultural leadership every- 
where is counciling the farmer in this 
section to reduce his cotton acreage 
and employ a diversified system of 
farming. He is warned that this is 
imperative if he wishes to remain on 
the farm and secure a fair return for 
his efforts. ‘This is good advice, but 
useless unless a means of sale for such 
products as he may produce are af- 
forded him, 

His place is on the farm, growing 
his crops, and he usually is not a 
good salesman. 

With the building of paved, all the 
vear highways over the state, there 
has developed a new business, that 
of the distribution of farm products, 
produced often in remote sections 
where no market exists, by motor 
truck peddlers, who reach all sections 
of the state where paved highways 
have been completed. Extending from 
the most northern mountain counties 
to the Florida line, furnishing a regu- 
lar motor truck service covering the 
entire state, and make it possible for 
rural communities and small towns, 
to purchase fresh raised fruits and 
vegetables, poultry and eggs, and the 
hundred other products of the farm, 
by delivery at their doors, and furnish- 
ing a large pepulation -~wha, formerly

The: commission merchants of the 
cities es little to complain. of Dbe- 
cause of the small amount of volume 
affected by this competition. For their 
businéss has. changed with the times 
tntil they now handle practically no 
bulk shipments, and their trade is now

almost entirely confined to best grade 


products, graded and packed in stand- 
ardized form, necessary to quicker 
handling and to modern marketing 
methods of trade. | 

The greater percentage of fruits 
and vegetables handled by them are 
shipped in from every section of this 
country. For Georgia does not yet be- 
gin to feed itself, and the great bulk 
of provisions are of interstate ship- 
ment, and ineludes but a small frac- 
tion of home-grown products, and 
only those that comply with trade ~e- 
quiremenis of standardized grading 
end packing. ‘ 

This leaves a large part of home- 
grown products to be marketed by 
other means, And Whereas the grow- 
er has formerly been helpless in the 
situation, because of his lack of <a. 
cilities to meet city market demands, 
he now has an outlet through the 
truck peddler who supplies himself 
with such produce as any community 
supplies in quantity, the peddler han- 
dling these products in bulk and sav- 
ing packing and grading costs. 

This method of sale applies amonz 

many other commodities, to the apples 
of north Georgia. For the trade, this 
commercial crop is carefully graded 
and packed according to government 
covering 
size, color and quality, to meet. the 
competition of the western uniform 
pack. 
_ This careful grading leaves a var-- 
ing percentage of so-called cull apples 
which may not be packed because they 
do not meet the requirements of the 
government and the trade, and wouid 
not carry in cold® storage, yet are 
equally good quality eating apples tor 
quick consumption. 

There are many thousand bushels 
of such apples, which after being 
cleaned with machinery for that pur- 
pose, are still a by-product of the or- 
chards, but are seasonable additions of 
good fruit for the purchasing public 
at reasonable prices. 

These cull apples are not all con- 
verted into apple brandy as the public 
believes, but are supplied at low cost 
to the truck peddler who distribuces 
them all over the state as far away 
as Florida, at.such prices as the na- 
jority of th. consuming public can 
afford to pay, usually at half the 
price of packed and graded apples 
which have to take the-increased ccst 
of such preparation for market. Thus 
both the grower and the public are 
benefited by this present mode of han- 
dling, when formerly much of this 
product was, waste to the grower ani 
inaccessible to the public. 

Likewise, great quantities .of beans 
and best grade cabbage are brought 
from the mountain sections that raise 
cabbage to perfection, to the © large 
consuming centers of the state, with 
profit to all concerned except perhaps 
the complaining railroads, who haven't 
vet awakened to the need of supyply- 
ing the power with cheaper transpor- 
tation of his product. | 

Hard Workers. 

The curb peddlers are really dis- 
tributing merchants who make quick 
sales at a small margin of profit. They 
work hard, usually driving for hun- 
dreds of miles at night, to bring their 
load of fresh vegetables and fruits to 
supply the demand of the early morn- 
ing market for that day’s needs. 

They fill a public need, and an 
opportunity to do business wnder 
proper regulations and payment of }i- 
cense, should he provided them. 

This may be Atlanta’s best contribu- 
tion to the assistance of the farmer 
and in co-operating with the practical 
statewide effort of the Georgia Char. - 
ber of Commerce headed by Hon. W,- 
lie Moore. working toward a closer 
relationship between the farmier in the 
country and the businessmen in the 
cities.

a Pinellas county jury at Clearwater 
that his sins were “rising on the wings 
of a snow-white dove,’ Nathan Ls - 
pold was stating to a Chicago jury 
that his own were “floating 1pw:-d 
on the wings of Pegasus.” Other atro- 
cities involving adolescent characteis 
followed in their wake, ending in 1926 
with a widespread sweep of student 
and scholastic suicides which awed 
the nation, 

“Religious Insanity.” 


A weird strain of so-called religious 
insanity was woven throughout the 
four slayings of the then 19-year-old 
Decatur boy. Incoherent statements 
and confessions made following his ar- 
rest on February 20, 1924, by Pinellas 
county autohorities dealt vaguely with 
“blasphemies” and “anti-Christ’” mo- 
ments of revulsion which he contended 
he suffered as the date February 
19 approached each year. In brief, all 
of the young killer’s stories centered 
around a common explanation upon 
which his attorneys based their de- 
fense on a plea of sanity—that he 
labored under the delusion that he 
had committed a sin against divinity 
at an early age and that he was ob- 
sessed by the idea that upon the an- 
niversary of the commission of the 
hallucinatory sin he was impelled to 
seek “atonement” by slaying some 
member of his family.

“. . . and it shall be the end of 
the third year of sin in me and the 
end of mine sin before God, the 
Father, Son and. Holy Ghost, Amen.” 

McDowell confessed in a lengthy, 
confused statement, sprinkled liberal- 
ly with vague mention of youthful 
“blasphemies” and his efforts to 

” for them. He accused his 
parents and sisters with having been 
“followers of the anti-Christ’” and 
said that he had been “ordered” to 
wipe out his family in order to ex- 
punge his own unexplained “‘blas- 
phemy.” 

The first trial resulted in a dead- 
locked jury. A week later he was 
placed on trial again and there began 
a stubborn battle between alienists 
for the defense and the prosecution. 

He was given-a life sentence fol- 
lowing his conviction and after being 
sént to the state prison at Raiford, 
Fla., was declared to be insane, fol- 
lowing which diagnosis he was trans- 
ferred to the state insane asylum at 
Chattahoochee. ; 

The MeDowells were prominent cit- 
izens of Decatur during their resi- 
dence in that city for several years.

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Oct. 14.—(P) 
Dave Chapman, a negro, was ordered 
held for trial on a murder charge 
today in the killing of Robert L. Free- 
man, county lice chief, slain in a 
swamp near Darien, Ga., in a gun 
battle with two negroes suspected of 
plotting a bank robbery. 

The killing of Freeman was fol- 
lowed by the arrest of several negroes, 
one of whom, George Grant, was shot 
to death in the Darien jail under cir- 
cumstances which have not yet been 


explained. 


The police chief was sliot ashe led 
& posse into the swamp to arrest two 
negroes who shot and wounded R. J. 
Anderson at a Darien bank. The 
negroes fired on the officer as he 
found them loitering in the rear of the 
bank early on a September morning. 

Special Officer Anderson said at 
the preliminary hearing for Chapman 
today that he ¢ould not identify pvusi- 
tively the defendant as Grant's com- 
panion.

TRIALS OF McDOWELL bRING 
OUT SENSATIONAL TESTIMONY 
CLEARWATER, Fla., Oct. 14.— 
(P)—Frank McDowell, now 25 years 
old, reported to have escaped with an- 
other prisoner from the state insane 


asylum in Chattahoochee Monday 
night, was called the “holy ghost” 
murderer at his two trials here in 
June, 1924, for shooting to death his’ 
father and mother. The jury dis- 
agreed after “his “ first hearing. In 
the second McDowell was found guilty 
of first degree murder with a recom- 
mendation for mercy. Judge John 
U. Byrd sentenced him to life im- 
prisonment and he was taken to the 
state prison farm in Raiford. Soon 
afterward alienists found his mental 
condition growing worse and he was 
removed to the insane hospital during 
the week of November 28. 

The trials brought out sensational 
testimony regarding his mental con- 
dition since boyhood, his use of drugs 
and his changes from one school to 
another. Defense alienists said he 
had a well-developed case of dementia 
praecox. The state’s expert held him 
a clever faker. 

McDowell made a sworn confession 
that he had murdered his father and 
mother and had burned his two sis- 
ters in their home in Decatur, Ga., 
one year earlier. He said he had 
written several thousands dollars’ 
worth of insurance on his parents’ 
lives during his brief career as an 
insurance salesman just before their 
death. He told a rambling story of 
being forced to kill his relatives by 
the holy ghost in order to atone for 
— sin he had committed when a 
child.

The announcement, one of the © 
few made as the club owners con- 
tinued their secret session inte 
the night hours, was accompanied 
by the disclosure of a move by a 
Little Rock group to purchase the . 
interests of R. G. Allen, owner of . 
the Little Rock club. 

The move was understood to be. 
the most recent result of the Little 
Rock school board’s refusal to renew 
Allen’s lease on Kavanaugh field,: 
owned by the board. A delegation 
headed by Mayor Pat Robinson, of, 
Little Rock, and H. Grady Manning, 
Little Rock hotel man, asked more 
time to consider the matter after talk- 
ing with President Martin and the 
directors. 

Details of the negotiations were . 
not disclosed. Soon after the 
school board announced it needed 
the field for students, Allen in- 
dicated he would consider sale or 
transfer of the franchise. _ 

City Councilman W, N. Smithson,

Rough hands seized her and 
she was gagged and bound. 


Carrying Favonia, whom they had wrapped in a 
soiled and ragged cloak, they left the house of 
Septimus Favonius unobserved. As two men car- 
ried the heavy bundle through the streets, the 
youthful leader set off for the palace, where he re- 
ported that Favonia had been abducted and would 
be found in the deserted house near the Colosseum.

(UN.)—General Miguel Da _ Costa, 
field commander of the southern rebel 
armies, was reported killed and a 
score or more of his soldiers slain in 


‘a brief, sharp engagement in the _vi- 


cinity of Ponte De Senges, on “the 
Parana-Sao Paulo border today. 

General Da Costa’s death was 
claimed in a federal communique, is- 
sued from field headquarters here. It 
was not confirmed from other sources. 

The communiquye claimed complete 
victory in the engagement with the 
advancing rebels. 

General Da Costa'had been named 
field commander of the rebel forces 
on the southern front, and had 
brought his men up here from Rio 
Grande Do Sul state, southernmost 
tip of Brazil, for an attack on Sao 
Paulo. 

His reported death was regarded 
as important, both in point of morale 
and in view of the fact was one 
of the most capable of the rebel mili- 
tary ~strategists. The report of his 
death was not confirmed, so far as 
could be learned here, in other sources. 

General Da Costa was declared to 
have fallen early in the battle, leav- 
ing the rebels leaderless. The fed- 
eralist communique declared the in- 
surrectionists scattered when their 
general fell, fleeing in all directions. 

Another rebel force, numbering 
about 200 men, was repulsed in an 
attack on a federal column composed 
of troops from the third infantry bat- 
talion,; it was claimed. Dispatch car- 
riers declared many rebel dead and 
wounded were left on the field, while 
the main force of the rebel detach- 
ment fled, leaving machine guns and 
ammunition, which the federalists 
captured. 

These minor skirmishes were taken 
at Itarare to indicate that the rebel 
and federal forces were merely com- 
ing closer and that as their lines broke 
over into the other’s territory along 
this front clashes would occur in the 
next few days. 

soth sides appeared to be concen- 
trating for a major movement, which 
the federal generals here expected 
might take place any day now. Fed- 
eral reinforcements are arriving al- 
most hourly at Itarare, concentration 
point some 410 miles southwest of 
Rio De Janeiro, ready. for an offen- 
sive. 

Detachments were ordered to stand 
by ready to proceed southward to 
Ribeira and Jaguarihyba, in Parana. 
The federal plan of strategy is to push 
on toward Curityba, capital of Par- 
ana, to the southeast, where federal 
scouting airplanes yesterday reported 
the rebels had gathered in larger num- 
bers than was at first reported.
